How much we approved the Mi(jefyoi 
their FuUicli ff^orjhipj the Solemhj of their Hsglh 
lUfsy th^Gravitjf ot thtir Proceffims } And yet how 
great was our Di%uft, when we conlTder'd that all 
diele Honours were performed to Figures and Sta- 
tues of Stone, Wood, Silver, Gold, or other 
Materials, the Creatures of the Pahuer or Carver / 
We fcann'd thtir DoSrines alfo, which we learned 
from their Priejls and Books^ and defcanted vari- 
oufly on them, as they were more 01: lefs conform 
to the Truth, and to the Pblunu hvought down 
from Heaven. In a word, we piaij'd the Good, 
and cenfur*d what was Evil in their Faith and 
Mamersy or at leaft, what we thought to be fo ; 
for herein we followed the Dictates of our Educar 
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Bat now In our Riper Years, if we (hou*d call 
©vtr our former Thoughts, perhaps we (hou'd be 
of a diiferent Judgment, ami find Matter to con- 
demn even in our own paft Cenfures: For what^ 
ever we might then think of the Saiarenes s uoott' 
a maturer fearch, I cannot find them to be alto^ 
gether fuch grofs IdoUttrt and Iitfideis, as we and 
all MUffttlmans are apt to believe. 

That which gives methegreatcft Scandal is. 
That their Pofforx entertain fome Unwarrantable 
Speculations about three SubpftenceT in One Elfencey 
and are too venturous in their Thoughts con- 
cerning the Eternal Generttim of the WORD, 
and Emulation of the BREATH, by which they 
fay, jitt Things were Createdy and are cbnferv'd in 
their Beingi. Thfy teach a VoHrine Repugnant to 
the Alcordtty when they fay. That Goi bis a Com* 
f Anion Equil to Himfelf. 

As to the Incarnatstn of fefxs. the Son of Mdry^ 
the Sd^arenes aflert nothing, but what h fuitable 
to the Alman^ whidi teaches uy, That he is the 
WO R D of Goi. In the Hiftory of his Life^ they 
indeed come fhort of the Mujfulmans : There being 
not the leaft mention made, in the whole Book oT 
the Gofpely'of manyPafSges in his Infancy^ and - 
tender Years, wherewith the Alcoran, with other 
lioly Boolis and Traditions of the Ancients^ acquaints 
the True Believers. The Mejfenger of God tells us; 
That fefus fpoke in his Cradle, refolv*d Doubts, 
clear'd up Miftakes, and preach*d*the Unity of the 
JHvine Effeme. Other J^itings alfo inform ur, 
That wmle he was- Young, he formed the Figures 
of divers Birds and Beails. of Clay and his own 
Sjjittle, and having breath'd on them, they became 
Living Creatures, and proftratetl themfelves at his •« 
Feet. They relate alfo. That he made a F/iif ff^», . 
which flew up and down through dWeis'^t^v^^^^,, 
and brought him News of whate\eT 'w^^ &» vci 

B^5 ^iMK^ 
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the Couns of tmign Princes 5 and that from the 
jDajr .of his Birtt, to that of his Tranflationj 
Twelve Jnifls waited on him, and brought him 
down Fooa^&Qm Fatradife. Of the£b Things the 
Chrisms are l^ioraitt^ and of many other Paila- 
ges.^ So that m the whole, it is Evident, that 
the Muffulmam have a more Particular Relation o^ 
the tSe of ^efuAy than the Chriftians themfelves 
have^ unce we recount thofe Miracles and other 
Anions of bi$, whereof the Gojpel is filent. 

But then, on the other Side, they believe Things 
concerning his Death, wrhereoi neither the Alcorani 
nor any other of our^ ifrUii^rox Traditions make 
^y Mention, unlefs it lie to confute the Error of 
the ^U^arenes in that t^oint. I have heard the Ar- 
guments of their Learned PcSiors, and comparing 
them with our ObjeAions, I know not well what 
to conclude. 

They infifl much on the Publick Signs and 
Wonders, that .fdl out at that Time of the fup- 
SC^*d^ Crucifixion of the Mejftab 'y The Rending of 
Aock^ Op^ng of Giaves, Refurxedion of many 
Dead, and the Preternatural Eclijpfe of theSmy 
When the Moon was in Sight in the other Part of 
the Horit^on at the fame Moment : Which made a 
great Pbilofopber then in Egypt, cry out, Either 
the Frame of the WerU. is dijfolvdj or the God of Na- 
$itre fleers. 

They tell a Story alfo of a certain Ship, that 
was on that very Day failing m thi^ Archipelago ; 
and that as they pafs'd by certain Rocks, the Ma* 
liners heard a Voice calling, thamu&y tbamusy very 
often and loud. Now there being one of that 
Name on Board the Veffel, he anfwer'd to his 
Name: Upon which the Voice faid, ff1?en tbou 
fomefijo the Iflandof the Palodes, "proclaim it aloud, 
7b4f the great Pan is Dead, Which he did accor- 
diag^f and there follaw'd a horrible howling 
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and roaring from the Shore of that Illand. This 
Paflage was afterwards made known to the SnM 
of Romt^ who thereupon, at the Inftance of feme 
Noble KcnuaUy fent to enquire in the Fravinces^ 
Whether any Remarkable Perfon had died on that 
Day ; and they were informed. That thejpfwxhad 
on the fame Day put to Death ^^fm the Son of 
Mary. And Tiberius the Em(eror^ on the Credit ot 
this Paflaee, being alfo intorm'd of the Miracles 
which ^c/«f wrought among the Jews^ conceiving 
an immediate Veneration tor fo Divine zFer^ny. 
caus'd his Sutu9 to be fet up in the Capitol^ and 
wou'd have had him numbered among the Gois s 
but in this he was oppos'd by the Senate^ becaufe 
they had before decreed. That no new Deitiss 
fliou'd be added to the t(/ilendar. 

In thefe Things I rely on the Account which 
the Cbrifiiant give of the Dejith of JWw, though 
they bring Authorites alio and Tfeltimonies of 
their very Enemies, and inveterate Perfecutors, 
the Gentiles 5 who therefore one wou'd think, can- 
not be liilpefled of Partiality. In a word, I know 
not what to think of thefe Things. For, if it be 
true, that fefua died on the Crofs for the Sins of 
the mtrld^ as the Chri(tians believe, and that there 
is no other Way to be faved, but hy beUevingthis 5. 
then in what a fad Condition are all tlie Jews and. 
Mi^ulmans^ the One glorying in havin«; murderU 
the Sarjiour of the Worli^ and the Other not belie- 
ving that he was murder'd ? The Firft letm tome- . 
ritmoftor Men 5 fince though the A-S was Cruel

Ifjtfm be the SMvim of M^ it is abfotutely 
neceflary to believe in him. But whether it be, or 
be noC, the Fahh of the Cbrjftuns in that Point 
cannot hurt^ them, fince our Hi^y Frofhet himfelf 
has tau|^t \is, That CbrifiUns ihall be fav'd, as 
well as the MuOiUmmu : Whereas the Cbriftians 
fay, it is impoffible for any to be faved, who fol- 
low the Law of Mithwiet, So that they have our 
own Grant for their Sa^atimj which they deny to 
us. This is a: great Advantage on their Side, in 
the Controverfy oetwixt us. 

For my Part, I tcU thee ingenuoufly, were I 
tonyinc'd that ^efut was the 5*011 of Gody and that 
he iuffer'd Death for the Sake of Men, I cou*d 
readily embrace moft of the other Tenerx^of Chrjfii- 
4e)f&/, without Scruple. I fliouM not be frighted at 
thAr Invo^atiim of Saints^ fince 'tis the fame as we 
X)ur felves praftife; nor wou*d their Images and 
PiTFixrex ihutle mv Faith 3 I lhou*d look upon thefe 
and a Thoufand more, as things indiflferent in 
themfelves, and onely made Lawful or Unlawful, 
by the Siwiflion of Divine Juthmtf 

I fliou'd be moft puzzFd to know what Cburcb 
to fix in, among fb many, all ^xetending to the 
Kight Way. I have examined their Different Opi- 
nions, and find Reafon or fomething very like it, 
on all Sides. I admire the AMinmce of the Greekst 
Ameniansy and generally of all the Eafi^m Chrifti- 
mus I yet their Ignorance diftaftes me. I honour 
the learning and Ftditeneft of the Raman Churchy 
and cou'd almoft vail to their pretenfibns of Mti- 
nuity^ Univerfalitj^ and Incerruft DoSrme 3 but I am 
highly fcandalized at their JLicentimfntffy Pr/&, 
and Cruelty. There is much to be aiiu'd for the 
y^Wxp Afyjpans^^ekbites^ the Cbrifiians of St. 
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SF^to, and other Cbwches ; but more to be faid a- 
gainft them. In fine, if I were to turn Cbrifiidn^ 
I (hou'd be in a Wildemefs, not knowing which 
Path to take, for Fear of sniffing the Right. 

In the State therefore wherein I ami, I will 
think lionourably of 3^f^» ^ ^^^ .of ^^^ his 
Matbety who at her daily Return, from the TempUj 
found a Thoufand Sorts of Flowers in her Oratt^y. 
1 will not fpeak Evil of any Perfon that has the 
Chara&er of a Sdint ; but in general will defire 
the Interceflion of all that are nea^ to pod ; Tis 
ten to one, if fomeof them do nofvouchfafe to 
pray for me. But whether they do, or not, God 
hears me, and obferves my Devotion s a ik1 if he 
pleafe, my Petitions (hall be granted. As for the 
Reft, I will endeavour, in all Things, to do as I 
would be donttOy keeping my Confcience free from 
Stain, that fo Lmay d:e m Peace ; and what be- 
comes of meafterwards* 'tis in vain to be follici- 
tons, fince the Decrees of Fau are Irreverfible. 

Tell me now, my friend, whether thefe Thoughts 
and Rafolves be not more agreeable to Humanity, 
than to be a Furious Bigou for I know not what $ 
Is tbgt, a commendable Zeal for Religion^ which 
under Pretence oi defending the Truth, flicks not 
to afiert a Thoufand Lyes ? Or tbat a laudable 
Chari^ for Souls, which in Order to their SaIva- 
tiouy takes infinite Pains to fet the W^Id together 
by the Ears, and embroil Mankind in oerpetud 
Wars ? What elfe do thofe Difturbers ol Humane 
Race, who not content with the Limits which the 
Fortune of their . Birth has fet them, invade the 
Peaceable Pofleffions of their Neighbours, com- 
mit all Sorts of Violences, Rapines, and Outrages; 
and ail this under Pretext of Reforming the Man- 
ners of Men, introducing Purity of Relipon, and 
fulfilling the Will of Heavtn ?

profefs'd Murderirs, under the Notion of being a 
Good Man. *

That Innocent Lady ne*er de- 
d fuch Cruel Unmanly Ufage at his Hands. 
Dregs of a Thoufand bitter Curfes be his 
ion to drink in Hftf, unlefs he repertt of this 
ligious Bafenefs, and make Honourable Sativ, 
oix 
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Thou wilt wonder, perhaps, what is Soljman*s 
Crime, that fills me with fuch implacable Refent- 
ments. Kaow then, that Fatima^s Husband, be< 
ing caird to the Grand Signior's Service in the 
Wats of VdmAtia, and for that Reafon, forced to 
tarry from her above tbefe Fourteen Moons 5 (he 
entrufted Sdyman with an Affair of grand Import- 
ance, a Matter which-concera'd her Life, Honour, 
and Welfare in the World.

Lambles. 

Perfonsin Trouble are willing to fly for Refuge 
o any Friend, defiring their Affiftance. FatimOi 
11 in Tears at fuch an unexpefted Change of her 
Condition, had Leifure and Opportunity to fpeak 
;o Sdjftnany confuring him to §o to certain inti- 
nate Friends of ^ our Family, living in Aleppo^ and 
:ell them her Circumftances, Inuead ot this, the- 
Faithlefs Villain goes to her Husband's Friends at 
triplij telling them the utmbflfhameful and Scan- 
ialous Things of Fatima, his Malice cou*d invent;. 
ind that by her lewd Courfes fhe had well-nigh 
ruin*d her Husband ; producing at the fame Time 
Gorged Bitts and Letters as from him, whereby he 
•ais*d a Thoufand Zequins^ with which the per- 
ur*d Villain's gone no Body knows whither, to 
nake his broken Fortunes once a^am, and la)r a 
Foundation for new Cheats.

LETTER. XV.- 
To the MuftiV Vican: 

Sent an Account to the Pert of the Death of ' 

the late Rumbeg^ or Pcjpe, who is the Great 

FdtriArch of the Na^arenes. Now the Cardinals • 
have chofen another to fucceed him, whom tbey 
call Clement IX. A Man of a great Charafter for 
learning and Piety, and one from whom the 
Frgailis expeft Glorious Things to be done for the 
PublickGoodot Chriftendom. 

Thefe Popes ktm to inherit the Authority and 
Honour of the Ancient Pontifex MaximuSy or High- 
Frzefi of the. Romans in the Time of Paganifm. 
Nay, they affume a far more Ample and Uncon- 
troulable Power. For, thofe Gentile Prelates al- 
wrays fubmitted to the /ffijw'/W Authority, from 
which they received Proteaion and Maintenance. 
But, thefe Christian Fathers acknowledge no Supe- 
rkwr on Earth. 'Kjngs znd Etnperours do Homage 
to them, and perform the meaneft Services 5 as, 
to hold the Bafon whilft the P^e waihes his hands; . 
to hold the Stirrcp^ whilft ht mowtvts^ ot ^v&Sc^ ^ 
from off bis^ MiUe^ : Sometimes St tattntvcuW^ 
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his Hor/e by the Bridle 5 whilft at another Seafon, 
they carry him on their Shoulders. Tis Record- 
ed, that Eumenes^ King ^Pergamusy came to Rmty 
and pulling oflf his Turbant^ humbly laid it on the 
Ground before the Senate, confeffing he receiv'dhis 
Liberty from them. And Prufiasy }{ing of Bttbj* 
nia, us*d to ftyle himfelf the Riman Senate's Slavty 
and bow down to the Earth before them. But, 
this is nothing to the Reverence which Greateft 
Monafchs pay the Fo/>e, when crawling on their 
Hands and Knees, they kifs the Sandal on his Foot. 
He can make and depofe J^ngs at Pleafure, ab- 
folve SubjeHs from their Allegiance, bind and re- 
mit Sins, open and (hut the Gates of Paradife^ 
purgatory y and Helly or at leaft he endeavours to 
make the World believe fo. 

He has Seventy Cardinals for his AfEftants, and 
Counfellors, all equal to Princes i A Hundred 
and Thirty jirchbijbops under his Obedience : A 
Tboufand and Seventeen Bi/ibflpx : A Hundred and 
Forty Four Thoufand Monafteries and Retigiws 
Houles : Three Hundred Thoufand Parijhes obey- 
ing his Will, and yielding Homage to him. So 
that if he were refolv'd to carry on fome lafting 
fFary he need only lay an Impoft of Six Crowns 
a Year on every Monafterjf $ and Fifty Two on 
every Parijh, and it would amount to Sixteen 
Millions "of Crowns yearly Income. And if out 
of every Monafteryy he chofe out Ten Men, he 
wou'd have an Army of Fourteen Hundred and 
Forty Thoufand Men. , Which is more than any 
Potentate in the World can do beGde. 

Thou wilt fay, *tis a Wonder then he docs not 
put this in Praftide, and fo wage ^ar with the 
Grand Signior^ who has fleec'd him of fo many 
flourilhing Countries formerly under hisObedi^ 
cnce. 
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O Sacred Oracle of the MufTulmnsy GU has ti« 
d up his Hand \ he cannot do it. Thefe are biit 
:mptv Speculatidns, Impra&icable Projefk, Phan- 
iftiCK Chimer a' s:\JXhQ mighty Train of YasArch- 
ijhopsy BiJhpSy PaHJ^Priefisy with ^efuits^ Mad^s 
nd Friars^ though never fo willing to obey his 
)rders in iuch a Cafc^ yet cannot ftir a Foot with- 
ut the leave of the&^efpeftive Sovtrdgns. For, 
hev are difpers'd throU|^ divers Kingdoms, States 
nd Principalities, wher^^they are fubjeft to the 
«aws and Government iti Force. Si^that unlefsi 
e cou*d unite the Hearts of all the CbriflianPr tri- 
es one with another, and With his own, to un- 
ertake fo grand an Expedition, it is impoflible 
ver to efFed his Will. Each Katm has an Inte- 
eft of its own to purfue, whidi makes 'em deaf 
o fuch Propofals as may embairafs, if not mine 
hem. No Peter of the Pfi^/ir^, ! rambling up and 
own from Court to Court , with his Religious Ha-

ledge of the Arts^tti Saknces 5 and efpedaUy, ia 
the Syftem of Ancient Hiftory, Thefe People fliut 
up themfelves from the Reft of the World for ma- 
1^ Ages 5 fearing,leftCommercemi^t corrupt the 
Simplicity of their Primitive Laws and IniUni- 
tions. Q^ly Alexander tbe Greaty and before hii% 
Simiramis Queen of the Asians, had ever Acccis 
to the Indies in Old Time. ^ And China was never 
open till of late, when their too potent NeigU 
hours, the Tartars^ broke, through their famous 
Wall, and fubdu*d the whole' Empire. And thdr 
Bufineis was not with BooksyhMt, with Men. 

For thefe Reafons we may not wonder, that the 
Indian BrachmanSy and the Box^i'x ofcbina^ deliver 
an Account of theOr/W»of the ^erld^ and the next 
Succeeding Ages, fo tar beyond the Epocha's of aU 
other Hifierians, efpedally thefe in the Jflffi.

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If thou kaow'ft not what an Offmpiad means > 
is the Fonn of Computation us*d in the Ancient 
h4Kidn Hi^a^ every Ofympiad containing Four 
'ears. And the Firft of thefe OlympUdrhc^ 
d the Year of the mrld ua8. At which Time 
'hrdms of Elif fignaliz*d himielf , by wift' 
ing the Firft Race thzt ever was fun at the 
^Ipnpidc Games. Thefe Games 'vf ere celebrated 
very Olymfiad 5 and all the Tmtb of Grtec9 
lodc'd to them, to try their Skill in Running, 
Vreftling, and other Manly Exercifes.

:hey have Timber enough to ferve all the Nations 
a the World for Shipping. But that which is 
loft inviting is the variety of Mines of Gold, Silver, 
Copper, Lead, Tin and Iron.

He had no Table fpread with &r- 
fttch^d coftly Dainties s no Diflies crammM with 
bloody and large Inventories of Birds, Four-foot- 
ed Beafts, and Fifh. His Diet was Simple, Cheap, 
and Innocent 5 eafie to be got in every Wood or 
Field, without the Detriment of his Fellow-Ani- 
mals. For he either contented htmfdf with a 
Repaft on Honey , which he found in Hollow 
Trees 5 or on a Kind of Mannd^ a fweet Dew fal- 
ling on their Leaves, and there condensed by Hea- 
venly Influence : Or elfe it was a kind of lufcious 
Moifture, which he fuck'd from certain Plants,

gard s iince, tho' in Domeftick Frocejjpimsj Enrich' 
and CAvakadesy thofe of higheft Dignity take the 
laft Place $ yet in Fcreign Embdlfiei, and FnggUy 
it is ufual for Princes to addrefs to diole firit, for 
whom they have the Greateft Efteem. 

The FolhicUns here keep very fecret' the News 
that comes from Candvy which makes all men con- 
clude, 'tis nonebf the moftProfperous. *Tis ge- 
nerally reported for a Truth, That Admiral Bcdu- 
ford is either Killed, or taken Priibner by the Cm- 
mans ; and that the French have loft near Two 
thoufand Men in this Undertaking. 

I wonder why the Painters always defcribe 
Death in the Form of a Saked Skj^noHy a Starved 
Syftem of dry Bones : Whereas one would think, 
he ought to be pourtray'd as a Monfter, a Miracle 
of Fatnjls s fince he is the jgreateft Glutton in the 
World, hourly gurmundizmg on all manner of 
Flelh, and is the very Origin^ Univerfal Cdnnibd 
of Nature, who from theBeginningof the World 
has feafted himfelf with Humane Bodies. But, 
perhaps, he has a bad Digeftion, and none of all 
his raw and bloody Diet, will afford Neutriment 
enough to form fo much as a poor Skin to cover 
his Nakednefs. And therefore 'tis he's always 
drawn in this lean Figure. 

Courteous B^a^ lufFer me from this vain Teft, 
to fall into a ferious Reflection on our Mortality, 
and the frail Eftate of Humane Race.

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doud, that fo his Filthinefi may be conceal'd

He*s never ia 
inger of hiliJng under Cato's Cenfure, who fee+ 
igTvvo ErnbifiiiJoii fent from Rome to ^ ^ox^v^ 
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State, one of which had his Heal fo little, that 
it could hardly be diftinguifli'd from that of an 
Owl s and the other fuch a Cripple, that he 
oou'd not walk without Stilts ; cry^d out, Htfii 
m EnAa^ which has neither Head im TaiL 

AxiA then, our ^^d-fsrsca is rich : He fixpport^ 
the Charges of his Commiffion with extraorduiary 
Munificence. His Houfe is abready become the 
SanAuary of all the diftrefs'd Uv£ttimu^ wb»» 
tfaer Greeks^ Amenidns^ ocFetUoBurs ef* tlfePretbe^t 
and he fpe^ French as readily as a Native. Yef 
he DiiTembles his Expertnefs in that Language^ tdi 
keep up the State and Relervedaefs of the Ottmn 
Empire, which difdains to comiefcend to any other 
Speech, than Turkijb, or Arabicl^. Befides, he has 
the Advantage, l^ thus artifiaally ihatting bis 
Ears, that he can at one time both bear zM be 
deaf-y underftand and be igncrdnt of whatfoever is 
iaid by the Spies of the French King. And this is 
no fmall Gift in a Man of his CharaAorand Truft. 
For he had need of an Angela or a Devil at*s Elbow, 
thai thinks to over-reach this Court. 

Above all, I believe our Sclyman wilL never be 
guilty of the Error committed by the Embafliulors 
tent from Tenedos to one of the Roman Eniperors. 
I'm fure he is not y.et« For, thofe Gentlenaen bad 
feen the Death of the Emperor's Son, Eleven 
Moons, and Fourteen Da)rs, as the Story fays, be- 
fore they knew 'twas their Duty to make an Ad- 
drefs of Condolence ; Or, at leaft, beifore they 
caird it to mind ; foF, they were drown'd in the 
Reman Luxury.

>'Tn^Was a long time before I could find out the 
i • True Secret of Humane Happinefs, I have 
for many Years grop'd after it in the Dark ^ and 
when I thought 1 enjoyM a Profpeft of it, as clear 
as of Things we difcem in the Light of a Mid-day 
Sun, that Sun was little better than th& Sol Mv- 
tumm of the Ancient KtmAns^ whofe Beams ferv'd 
only to give a faint Mock-Glimmering tot he Giitf^j 
that wander on this iide Cbaron^s Ferry, and like 
an Ignis fdtuus to miflead 'em up and down in the 
dark Suburbs of Eli\ium^ the Fens and Marfiies of 
the Stygian Lake. So have I ftragl'd, all my Life, 
through unknown Ways, feeking the Road to Hea- 
ven, yet finding nothing but the PAradife ofFwls, 
Sometimes, I thought, by outward Works ot 
Verjcue, to purifie my felt and gain I>erfeftion. I 
was punftual in obferving every Precept of the

begot by aCrown'd I^iVj;, and born of Atop), the

As foon as Xerxes was fetled in the thf$ne^ he 
led an Army into Egypt ^ and fuppreffcd the .Infur- 
re^ions in that Country. Then hefi^ed outa^- 
Fleet of 4200 -;Ships,'on Boafdof. which* wei-e a- 
Itave* Five Hundfei Thoufand. MenV He had- 'a 
Land Armjr alfo-confiftiag of Two MllJiohsi and 
Five Hundred Tho^fand Soldiers of feveral Nati-

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the Gr£cians i and to facilitate the Voyage of his 
Fleer, he caufed one Part of his Army to dig i 
PciiTage thxough Mount Atbos^ whereby the Set 
was let in, and the Ships might Sail Two a-brefi;

in building a Bridge of Boats Dver the Hett^piA 
No fooner was this done, but there arofe a vd» 
ment Tempeft; which fo difcompofed tho&Ha>* 
tm Seasy that between the Winds and Warn 
the Boats which made this Bridge, were all M 
pers*d, bfoken, and cafl: away. 

This fo incensed Xerxesy that he comnsanddl 
the Sea to be fcourgM with Whips, and a Chain 
to he thrown into it; as a Mark of its future Sob- 
feStion.

•at Epbefusy which was renowned throughout :

bout this Time died Fagapates^ theftithftit! 
tcb of Variusy who had paffed Seven whole 
:s Mourning at the Tomb of his Mufter. 
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I muft not oinitthe Tretdior -^ FtO^Snto, 
Hhe LdcedmimiiM Giurslj i»ho beU.a PriVite 
Correfpondence with Xerxu^ And having bees 
l^ice aonifed o£ Tiw(ah and as/often aniistted, 
was the Thud time diicoveredbF a Boy whoofbc 
kept as his Minion s and, by w fewtcace rf tbe 
Ephriy was ftarved to Death. 

Thou haft forbidden me to augUMmt iiie Butt: 
*cf thefe HiSorical Letters^ with Glofles, Or R^ 
njarks of my own, or elie It were a proper'D^ 
caiion to tmt thy Holine&inMind, rowgre^a 
Value ought ta be iet on a Faithfol Man, ai^ let 
. Sdture it felf plead my Excuie-for rntrendiing oa 
thy Orders ;. whilft l vindicate JiiT Telf from the 
Qlumnies of the Envious, and beg .of thee to 
reft aflured.

But to return to Xerxes^ He was tlnfaitfafiilly 
dealt with by the Caff din of Jus Guard ; who^ 
by theAfTiftance of Spsmitres the King^sCtamber- 
lain, and Seven other Confpirators, kill'd himxa 
his Bed with his Eldeft Son Dariusj and crowned 
Artaxerxes in his ftead. 

To him fled ttemfiocles the Athenidny who was 
fufpc^ed a Partner in the Tteafan of Paufanus* 
The King received him into his Favour, and made 
him Gomnour of a Province, adding the Gift of | 
Five Great Cities, to fiirnilh him with Money ' 
fftf- the^ Expences of his Table and Wardrobe. , 
And this the King did, not as a Beward or En- / 
courapemeut of Treafcn, (from which he knew f 
Themifiocles was free, being falfly accufed by the 
Aihmans^) but he heaped thofe Honours on him, : 
as a Debt to the Merits of that once Illuftrious 
£nem/, now become a Fviend, and feeking ftelter

fewy who efcaped by the fwiftnelsof their Horfes. 

About that time. Ferities was made Prince of 
jtbeasy of whom I made mention in my former 
Lexers. And them'iftodes heing^ made General of 
the Ferjian Army, and fent againft the <jraiUnj s 
father than iight againft his (Country, or betray the 
Caufe of his new Maker, became a Voluntary Vi- 
£tim to his own Integrity and Honour ; For, Sa- 
'crificing a Bull in his Mardi, he drank ofiFa Bowl of 
the Blood, and fell do\<^n dead at the Foot of the 
.'Altar. 

The next War the Perfians were€nga:g*d in, was 
with Egypt i where, in a Battel near Memphis^ they 
loft an Hundred Thou(and Men. But fending 
frefliHecruits, they dried up the River N/7e, where 
the Athenian Fleet, Confederate with the Egyptians^ 
Jay at Anchor. Which fo amazed the Egyptuns^ 
that they made their Peace with them; And the A^ 
tbenians fet their own Ships on fixe, uinxvcc^^t \o<:'^ 
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and' returned home, with^difosce, vAsai thef }M 
beea fix Years in Egm^i And acfcer this a pence was 
Gpfldndediietween the ferfa^Si and diofe oi^fwi^. 
jtaid. in the Fifth Year of the Vdau 99WMi whi^ 
, foon fbllowed , there was sm Jtnfoiffa Peset 
; throughout the World, which contiqued till t^ 
Firft Year of the Z7th tHympiidi at wha^tlme bfr; 
yn.the Bifcftmnepgn War. 

In the j^tb. Year of the t2;tb^0lflnptddj Artaxenu 
died, and his Son Xmces was Invefteg with the 
Crown. Bat at a Years End ^ being overcome wi A 
Wine, and'Bdling afleep in a place where no Guard 
was kept, his Brother ^l?rK»i/<fnfff,with^ the help 6f 
zn^Ewmck^ murthered-him, and took the Govern- 
n:ent on himfelf. He alfo was f6t>n after diipatdh* 
ed by bis Uirotber Darius^ . 

I ov£r-run whole Ofywif/jir, without mentionihr 
any Thing, lave the Tranfaftions which maidemoft 
Noife in thofe times. . But I arti itnwilling to flip 
the Reign of any King, though 1 fpcak but tm 
Words of it, that fo thou mayeft have a p<irfed 
Idea of their Succeffioa 

During the whole Series of Darius*s Reign, Hf- 
ftbry. mentions nothing remarkable, but is taken 
up in relating the little Qiiarrels, and Reconciliati- 
ons of feveral Provinces in Greece^ fome Private 
Treaties between tht Ferfian Goverviors of LeffarJjIi 
and thofe of Feloponnefus^ and the Overtures of 
Peace between the LacedamonUns and the Ferfidns^ 
the End of the Peloponne^n War, with fuch other 
Paffages, as would be too tedious for a Letter-

As he cherifli'd this Soft Inclination to Women, 
fo be was naturally Jealous of all Rivals, whether 
of his Love or Intereft. He would never fuffer any 
Man to live , whom he once fufpedted to be in a 
Capacity, and to make the fmalleft Advances to 
thwart his Defigns. 

For this Reafon, he gave the moft Cbnfiderable 
Military Offices, botiiJ)y Sea and Land, toEccleJU* 
fticfis who depended oh him , Which occafion'd a

It was da- 
ring the Si^e of BtifojCj a Ci^ on ttie Rjbiae,which 
was then upon the Point of fQrrendrin| to the 
Wrench : And the News comine to the Cardinal, juft 
as Father 'fofepb was in his laft Agonies, he came 
to his Bed-fide, and laying his Mouth dofe to the 
poor Fryar's Ear, cryed out as loiid as he could^ 
Couragey ConragCy mon Fertj S»m avws frif Brifu. 
A ftrange Cordial for a Dying Mans and fome bo- 
dy made thefe Verfes on it ;

There is another Inftance of the CdtdinaFs Re* 
mengefnl Temper, and his Cruelty. One Day the 
Duxeof Oriunsy who hated him mortally, wenttio 
%h Palace, under pretence of giving him^aVifit,buc 
]?eaUy with a Qengn to ftab him. However, as 
fbon as he came into the CardinaPs Prefcnos, his 
Nofe - fell a bleeding. Which {appearing to 
him as an Ominous Preface of what he was going 
about, he was ftruck with fome Remorfes and 
frankly confeffing hisDefi^n to the Cardinal^ b^^'d 
his Pardon* That Cunning Minifter diflembliog 
his Relentmeiits, knowing the Duke was not a Man 
of Refolution enough to undertake fo bold an Adi- 
on, unleTs he had been extremely animated by fome 
body near him ^ he prefently reflected on Monfieiir 
Puylaufenty theDuke*s Chief Favourite. Immedi- 
ately he decreed bis Kuines and to tffe£t it with 
Biore eafe, hepsetended an extraordinaFyFriendihip 
to him, oflferiDg him one of bisNieces in Marriage. 
Monfieur Pujlaurevt who fuipefted not the Train 
vhichwa^ laid i^ himvembtaosd. thePropofal with 
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'sQuch joy, as hoping thereby to raife and efhdilifi 
Us Fortune under theProtedionof hisPoteotCIndf. 
In fine, he married the Cardinal's Niece , but lived 
not to enjoy hers for on the vervNuptial Day, the 
: Cdifiinal caufed him to* be arrefted' aiid fent Prifo- 
fl^ to theBaftile^ where he was poifoned by a FiT^r^ 
in a Giafs of Wine. As foon as he had fwallowed 
the Fatal Potion, the F!ryer told him, It wasnecef- 
ffoy /«r htfii to anfeff bk Sins that very mwitnt^ /a 
f^ard be had but a few Minutes to live. Mounueur 
FuyUurent threw the Glafs at the Fryer's Head, gi- 
ving him two or three fwinging Curfes, and tkSen 
fell on his Kees, to Confeflion 3 which being per* 
form'd, he expired. 

Sometimes the Cardinal was very fingular and in- 
genious in the execution of his Revenge, as if he 
endeavoured to perfuade the World, That he fulfil- 
led the Lav of the Talioj which req^uires an Eye for 
an*£ye,and punifiies by an exadl kmd c»f Proporti- 
on. As it happened in the Cafe of the Dukes of 
Gune^ Memmwency^ and Monfieur de Baffomfierre. 
Thele were the Heads of a Fa&ion, which Diame- 
trically opposed the Cardinal and his Party. He was 
the Grand Eye-fore, the Chief Olrflacle or their de- 
^n'd Prevalence at the Ceurt. Wherefore, if they 
could but once remove him out of the way, thgr 
thought themfelves fure of the King's Ear in all 
ilY^ings. To effeft this, they confultecrtogether,how 
tdOSpofe of him. The Vul^e of G«/?e was of Opini- 
on, heihould not bekilPd, in regard he was aprince 
of the Holy Church 5 but that he (hould be fent to ^ 
'Rcmey there to attend the Proper Affairs of hisEtf* 
' clefiapicii^i\n&iony among the reft of hisPurpl'd 
Brethren.

Befides, he that was then Emperour of Greect, 
Cimfidntinm Paleologusy was look*d ^ upon by the 
Cbriftianst as a Tyrant, the OfiTfprin^ of Tyrants 
and Ufurpers. The Grecians ftill retained the Black 
Memoirs of thofe horrid and nefandous Tragedies, 
aAed bv Michael Andronicui^ ^obuy and Mgmiely 
the PredecefTors and Anceftors of this Caifkmiae.

irerfal Hift<M7 of the World ? * That of Diana at 
Epbepiij 'tis true, was the Pattern $ yet 'twas not 
mucn beyond itSolmtnCs BoafiedFitnf ,at ^erufalemy 
without Iron, Pins or Nails, or other work of the ' 
Hammer, £xcell*d but a little in the Artifice and 
Symmetry. Indeed, the Luftre of S/Ws Mofch was 
more Radiant and Glorious in Workmanfliip of 
Gold, the Walls and Floor being oyerlaid with that 
Metal, and the Roof, on the outfide was, as 'twere,- 
fhidded with Spikes of Beaten Gold fo thick, that 
ther e was not room for a Bird to Perch between 
them. And this was done to prevent the Prophana- 
tion of the Temple by their Mutiny otL \x.

That it ipontaneoufly fed 
the Bowls of fevea Branches,with a conftant Stream 
of Oyl, which .by equal meafures fiow*4 into *em, 
fron? the hpllow of the fliaft. S^ that if the Flame 
biit of one.fingle one, had wanted- Aliment, all 
the reft muft have bftn extingolihed at the fame 
Time. 

The Walls of this Glorious M<fshy within a^d 
without, prefent the Eye with nothing ini.t whitp 
MiEirble, Porphyry, and other^ Precious Stoo^. 
The Roof is of a-Prodigious height, covered with 
Lead withont, but Proudly Oftentous of its in- 
ward Ceiling, which is divided i;ito Vaults .a^d 
Arches Richly Adorned^ with Golden Fret-work, 
anil Supported bv Pillars of Cjfrtan Jafpcr 5 
pi^fcft white Marble, and Porphyry.. There is 
a Marble Stone ii) thp ^fb/jme bad in great Re> 
vcrence by the True Faithful, oecaufe tmlYaditm 
goes, Ttat m it Mary, the Mother of Jefus^ w^dtbe 
Infani-Proplfet*f Linen. 

There are alfo under the ^ofyue\ innumerable 
Vaults OT.Qratotiesy full of Altars, and Sepulchres; 
But there is no accefs to them, inR^ard the Doors 
are walled up. 

In a Place not far fromthefe, you find Ten huge 
Veflids full of Oyl, referv*d there ever fince the days 
ofCtmftantine the Greaty yet remains Uncorrupted, 
being of Colour White like Milk. It is an Inexpia- 
ble Crime for any, but the Grand Si^ni§r*s Phyfici- 
ans and Surgeons, to ufe or touch it. And they
